MOSCOW, June 15.—Soviet avi- 
atrs will defend their great father- 
land from the ohslaughts of. all 
enemiés; F. B. Parikh, famous fiyer,,- 
said yesterday as he brought his 
plane down after completing a 15,- 
000-mile trans-Aretic flight in 148 
flying hours. 

Farikh landed kis ship, the “U.S. 
S.R.-N-120,” down punctwally at 5 
P.M., according: to schedule. 

A large crowd was at the airfleid 
to greet the intrepid pilot and his 
crew that completed « histori¢ fli¢ht 


which began on February 9, ahi

It was the first such flight ever 
made.

After praising the construction of 
the plane and its withstanding of 
the severe tests of the Arctic, Far- 
ikh said:

Wage Boost, Changes

CHICAGO, June 15.—District 12 
of the United Mine Workers today 
completed negotiations with the Ii- 
linois Coal Operators Association 
and signed an agreement based on 
the Appalachian contract negoti- 
ated nationally in April by the 
UM.W.A. 

The Illinois agreement embodies 
the 35-hour, five-day week, with a 
Wage increase of 10 per cent or 
more for all classifications of mine 
workers. 

Twenty-five changes in working 
rules, all of which the miner dele- 
gates say improve conditions, were 
written into the contract, including 
time and a half for overtime. Work 
under the new agreement will be 
divided equally among the workers

entire decade by thé militant pro- 
gressives in the maritime industry, 
jet us glance back through those 
ten years and piece together this 
most heroic chapter in the annals 
of the American labor move- 
ment. 

In 1928 the maritime workers of 
América were lined up right behind 
the eight-ball though only a few 
years ago in 10921 before they had 
been almost completely organized 
. and working~@under good conditions. 
Practically all of the seamen ii 
America were organized in. the 
IS.U., 103,000 strong in 1921. They 
had won overtime pay, three 
watches, and union preference in 
hiring. But all was lost that year 
when a great strike against wage 
cuts was sold out by “Armchair” 
Andy Furuseth. This smashed the 
union down to. 49,000 members in 
1922, and 15,000—on paper—in 1928. 
Wages were slashed on-third and 
all these advances wiped out com- 
pletely. On the docks tlongshore- 
men who were 82 per cent organized 
nationally in 1920 with 74,000 mem- 
bers were also crushed following a 
series of brazen betrayals by racke- 
teering officialdom of the ILA. By 
1928 only 30,000 remained—on paper 
—in the union. 


—COMP’~-vY UNION SCHARREN- 
BURG 


In San Frangisco, the employers 
had smashed the I.L.A. in 1919 and 
a Waterfront Employes 
Association (the Blue Book: outfit), 
an out and out company union. Paul 
Scharrenburg was given contrel of 
it, engineered it into the State Fed- 
eration of Labor, procured admis- 
sion of its delegates into the ’Frisco 
Labor Council, but never quite suc- 
ceéded in affiliating it to the LL.A.

Notable were 
those on the POINT GORDA, the 
BELGENLAND, the STOCKTON, 
the MUNMISTIC and other Mun- 
son ships, and the longshoremen’s 
Strikes in New York, Boston, New 
Orleans and Norfolk. 


THE 18.U. HITS THE SKIDS 

By the time of the second national 
convention, held July, 1933, the 
M.W.LU. had advanced consider- 
ably. The I8.U. and LL.A. 
ever, continued to lose ground and 
to sell out the few workers still re- 
maining under their influence. The 
1.8.U. dropped to 5,000 members— 
on paper—in 1933 while the LL.A. 
hit a new low with 23,000, centered 
mainly in New York.

‘FRISCO GENERAL STRIKE 

During the next year the situa- 
tion changed drastically. On the 
one hand the great West Coast 
Strike galvanized maritime workers 
of America into motion by its bril- 
liant suceess, and on the other hand 
the 1.8.U. was recognized by the 
Shipowners in December, 1934, al- 
though it was at the lowest ebb in 
its entire sexistence. It had less 
members than the original 4,000 with 
which it started in 1897, 37 years 
before, and had been forced to close 
up office after office. Nevertheless, 
the LS.U. was recognized, without a 
peep, by the same shipowners who 
thirteen years earlier had “de- 
feated” it when it had thirty-five 
times more members! 

This was of course, but an in- 
dication of the strength of the 
MWIQU, and of the shipowners’ con- 
fidence in the ability of the ISU 
officials to shackle the masses of 
seamen. Perceiving this to be a 
maneuver by the shipowners to split 
the ranks of the seamen, the MWIU 
~e-doubled its efforts to achieve or- 
ganizational unity witia the ISU. 

THE M.W.LU. DISSOLVED | 
proving futile, the militant 
seamen decided ‘to utilize this ma- 
\neuver to their benefit by joining 
the ISU and resurrecting it, re- 
membering that though infested 
with racketeers, it still had a more 
or less democratic constitution 
which Would allow them to take 
advantage of union recognition by 
the shipowners to build a mass 
union of seamen. Consequently, the 
MWIU was liquidated, March 1935, 
and its members joined the ISU.

¢ Bilbao is now acutely suffering the con- 
centrated pressure of eleven months of or- 
ganization and attack on the narrow strip of 
northern Loyalist territory in Spain by the 
General Staffs of the German and Italian 


is decisive for the war against the Spanish Republic, 
but because they thought it was the easiest place to 
obtain a face-saving “victory” after their failure to 
smash through the defense of Madrid. __ 

As an industrial center, Bilbao, should the fascists 
take it, would not be of such great advantage to them. 
The Fascist hordes in Spain have never lacked ammu- 
nition or supplies, these being plentifully supplied by 
Germany and Italy. | 

As to the relative importance of Bilbao in relation 
to the perspective of victory for democracy in Spain, 
on April 28, at the time Generals Franco and Mole 
began their offensive against the Basque industrial 
center, we wrote: 

“The- whole natrow northern strip from the As- 
turias to Irun have been in an extremely difficult 
position since the outbreak of the Fascist insurrection. 

“In the early part of the fighting, when Franco's 
Moors were driving from Badajoz to Toledo, the loss 
of Bilbao would have been a severe and perhaps an 
irreparable lass. ... But the loss of the Basque cen- 
ters, heavy though these retreats may be, will not be 
decisive for Spain. In fact, they may prove another 
Malaga—a severe loss which was countered with the 
most crushing defeat administered to the Italian Fas- 
cist armies at Guadalajara. 

“The Basque people are in an extremely tight spot. 
They are fighting with their backs to the sea, as it 
were. They have practically no rear. They have but 
little ground for maneuvering. They have been 
hemmed in since the fall of Irun and San Sebastian 
last . summer.” 


The drive on Bilbao is being led now almost en- 
tirely by Italian Fascist troops, assisted by German 
aviators and military technicians. The British block- 
ade, in the early days of the offensive against Bilbao, 
helped General Franco and prevented aircraft from 


special 
British interests in the Basque in return for under- 
handed assistance to the drive to capture Bilbao. 
Whatever the fate of Bilbao, the fighting in the 
Basque country and the Asturias is far from over. 
Should Bilbao fall, the majority, of its armed workers 
and other anti-Fascists will retreat to Santander, con- 
solidating their forces for a heavy 


It would be like hiding one’s head in the sand to 
overlook the severe dangers of a Fascist advance into 
the Bilbao area.__Control of the Nervion River, which 
empties. into the Bay of Biscay, would give General 
Franco a valuable coastline nearer to Nazi Germany.
